Coos County Delegation 


Court House, Berlin, N. H. 
January 7, 1942 


The meeting of the County Delegation was called to order 
by the Chairman, Mr. Seymour, at 11:10 a. m. In the absence 
of Mrs. Morris, the Clerk, Mrs. Mason was appointed Clerk pro 
tem. The roli was called with the following 27 members present: 
Collette, Mason, Moffett, Smith, Lazure, Brungot, Christianson, 
Ramsay, Bixby, Gagnon, Hayes, Seymour, Fuller, S. Weeks, 
Parkhurst, Emerson, Chandler, Fraser, Kimball, Cryan, Fogg, 
Ashe, Marshali, Baldwin, G. Weeks, Hutchins, and Taylor. 


County Solicitor Laforce said that the Attorney General ques- 
tioned that the meeting was called legally and asked the Delega- 
tion if they wanted to legalize the call by vote. Motion made by 
Mrs. Brungot seconded by Mrs. Bixby, that the Delegation legalize 
the meeting. On a roll call the following 24 voted yes: Collette, 
Moffett, Smith, Brungot, Christianson, Ramsay, Bixby, Gagnon, 
Hayes, Seymour, Fuller, S. Weeks, Parkhurst, Emerson, Fraser, 
Kimball, Cryan, Fogg, Ashe, Marshall, Baldwin, G. Weeks, 
Hutchins, and Taylor. The following three voted no: Mason, 
Lazure, and Chandler and the motion was carried. 


Chairman recognized County Commissioner Moffett who ex- 
plained why he and County Commissioner McGee had asked to 
have the Delegation called together. They were of the opinion 
that Fiscal Agent Thompson had transacted County business in 
such a manner as warranted investigation. 


A part of the State Tax Commission Auditor’s report was read 
also a communication from the County Solicitor to Councilor 
Roberts. Questions were asked by various persons. An opinion of 
the Attorney-General was read as to whether there had been a 
criminal act on the part of Thompson. At 11:40 a. m. a recess 
was taken. 
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Delegation called to order at 2:15 p. m. State Tax Commission 
Auditor Fowler was called and questioned by County Solicitor 
Laforce and various members. After some discussion Mr. Moffett 
made a motion seconded by Mrs. Christianson that the Delegation 
go into Executive Session. Motion carried by voice vote 3:00 p. m. 

Motion made.by Mr. Hutchins, seconded by Mr. S. Weeks, 
that the stenographer who had made a record of the open session 
also make a record of executive session. Motion carried by voice 
vote. 


The Chairman read the law pertaining to investigating com- 
mittee of County affairs. Mr. Fraser made the motion seconded 
by Mrs. Lazure that the entire matter be dropped. After dis- 
cussion, a roll call was asked by Mrs. Christianson and the follow- 
ing 12 voted yes: Mason, Lazure, Fuller, Emerson, Fraser, Kim- 
ball, Cryan, Fogg, Ashe, Marshall, Hutchins, and Taylor. The 
following 13 voted no: Moffett, Smith, Brungot, Christianson, 
Ramsay, Bixby, Gagnon, Hayes, Seymour, S. Weeks, Parkhurst, 
Baldwin, G. Weeks and the motion was lost. 


Mrs. Brungot made a motion, seconded by Mrs. Christianson, 
that a Committee of three, one of which shall be Chairman Sey- 
mour, take a transcript of the entire meeting to the Attorney 
General for an opinion as to whether the Delegation should go on 
with the investigation of ex-Fiscal Agent Thompson, and the 
Committee shall report to the Delegation at the Budget meeting. 
Delegation voted yes by voice vote. 


Fiscal Agent Morin told the Delegation something about the 
1942 budget. 


The Chairman appointed S. Weeks and Mr. Hutchins to serve 
with him on the Committee above mentioned. 


Meeting adjourned at 3:45 p. m.

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Court House, Berlin, N. H., 
February 27, 1942 


Meeting of the Coos County Delegation was called to order 
by Chairman Seymour at 10:10 a. m. 


On a roll call the following (27) members were present: Col- 
lette, Mason, Moffett, Smith, Lazure, Lemieux, Studd, Christian- 
son, Ramsay, Bixby, Dugas, Gagnon, Hayes, Seymour, Fuller, S. 
Weeks, Parkhurst, Emerson, Chandler, Fraser, Kimball, Cryan, 
Fogg, Ashe, G. Weeks, Hutchins, and Taylor. 


The Chairman read the call for the meeting and then recog- 
nized Fiscal Agent Paul Morin who read the 1942 budget calling 
for an appropriation of $300,000. Discussion. Motion made by 
Hutchins, seconded by Ashe, to instruct Mr. Morin to furnish a 
copy of budget at once to each member of the Delegation. Motion 
carried by voice vote. 


The matter of a special appropriation of $12,000 for Special 
Deputy Sheriffs was then discussed and Mr. Morin read the con- 
tract between the Brown Company and Coos County which had 
had a verbal approval by the Court. 


Motion made by Mrs. Christianson, seconded by Mrs. Bixby, 
that Mr. Tellington of the Brown Company be asked to appear 
before the Delegation and explain the need of these Special 
Deputy Sheriffs to guard Brown Company property. A roll call 
was requested and the following twenty voted yes: Mason, Smith, 
Lazure, Studd, Christianson, Ramsay, Bixby, Dugas, Gagnon, 
Hayes, Fuller, Parkhurst, Emerson, Fraser, Kimball, Cryan, Fogg, 
Ashe, G. Weeks, and Hutchins. 


The following six voted no: Collette, Moffett, Lemieux, S. 
Weeks, Chandler, and Taylor. Motion was declared carried. 


County Solicitor Laforce then gave an explanation of this 
matter. 
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Mr. Tellington of the Brown Company was presented, and 
went into detail as to why the Brown Company needed these 
guards in addition to the many others. The principal reason being 
that the Company was running 75% of capacity on National De- 
fense Orders and was required to use the utmost caution in guard- 
ing plants and property all along the Androscoggin Valley. Many 
questions were asked, and thén the Delegation voted to recess 
until 1:30 p. m. 


Delegation called to order at 1:38 p. m. Motion made by 
Mr. S. Weeks, seconded by Mr. Hutchins, that a Committee be 
appointed to see if the money to pay Special Deputy Sheriffs can 
be obtained from some other source than the County but that 
County shall continue to pay until a decision is made, and ap- 
proved by the Attorney-General; and money obtained from another 
source. 


On a roll call the following twelve voted yes: Collette, Mof- - 
fett, Fuller, S. Weeks, Parkhurst, Emerson, Kimball, Cryan, Fogg, 
Ashe, G. Weeks, Hutchins. The following fourteen voted no: 
Mason, Smith, Lazure, Lemieux, Studd, Christianson, Ramsay, 
Bixby, Dugas, Gagnon, Hayes, Chandler, Fraser, and Taylor, and 
Chairman declared the motion lost. 


Motion made by Mr. Hayes, seconded by Mrs. Bixby, that 
$12,000 be appropriated to pay Brown Company Special Deputy 
Sheriff guards for one year. Said appropriation to be added to 
the High Sheriff’s regular budget for 1942. On a roll call the 
following thirteen voted yes: Collette, Mason, Moffett, Smith, 
Lazure, Lemieux, Christianson, Ramsay, Bixby, Dugas, Gagnon, 
Hayes, and Fraser. The following thirteen voted no: Studd, 
Fuller, S. Weeks, Parkhurst, Emerson, Chandler, Kimball, Cryan, 
Fogg, Ashe, G. Weeks, Hutchins, and Taylor. The vote, being a 
tie, the Chairman voted yes and declared the motion carried. 


Mr. Hutchins made a motion, seconded by Mr. S. Weeks, that 
the articles of agreement now in existence between the Brown 
Company and County of Coos relating to the employment of 
Special Deputy Sheriffs be cancelled as of this date. Motion 
carried by voice vote. 
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Motion made by Mr. Studd, seconded by Mr. Ashe, that the 
proper authorities be instructed to ascertain if the Government 
should not take over this expense, the proper authorities being 
the County Solicitor and the Fiscal Agent. Motion carried by 
voice vote. 


Mrs. Mason made a motion, seconded by Mrs. Lazure, that 
the Delegation grant the 1942 budget of $300,000 and $12,000 for 
Special Deputy Sheriffs. Motion carried by a voice vote. 


Repairs to the Berlin Court House roof were discussed. 
Temporary patching has been done, but due to the inability to 
obtain any materials the matter of a permanent roof was laid on 
the table by voice vote. 


The Committee on proceedings of the last meeting concern- 
ing former Fiscal Agent Thompson reported through Chairman 
Seymour and Mr. Hutchins. The following resolution was pre- 
sented by Mr. Hutchins, and was adopted by a voice vote: 


Be it resolved that the Coos County Delegation direct and 
hereby does direct the County Solicitor and/or the Attorney- 
General of the State of New Hampshire to proceed, within a 
period of thirty days from this date to make a demand and en- 
force the collection of all monies or money, being the property 
of the County of Coos now in possession of former Fiscal Agent 
Alexander F. Thompson, and further proceed to collect all money 
or monies due said County of Coos by said Thompson, more es- 
pecially such money or monies collected as expenses by said 
Thompson, after the passage of the 1941 Fiscal Agent bill, so- 
called, said bill being signed by his Excellency Governor Robert 
O. Blood on March 27th, 1941. 


Be it further resolved that the said Committee consisting of 
Chairman Seymour, Representatives Hutchins and S. Weeks, ap- 
pointed at the last meeting of the Coos County Delegation held 
at the Berlin Court House on January 7th, 1942, be further 
authorized to act in any way which may be beneficial and neces- 
sary in carrying out the terms of this resolution, in conjunction 
with the County Solicitor and Attorney-General of the State. 
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On a motion by Mr. Studd, seconded by Mr. Lemieux, the 
meeting adjourned at 4:00 p. m.

Meeting of the Coos County Delegation was called to order 
by Mr. Seymour at 10:00 o’clock a. m. 


Roll call showed all members present with the exception of 
Mr. Hayes of Berlin. 


Reading of the minutes of the last meeting was dispensed - 
with. 


A letter from the Coos County Fiscal Agent, Mr. Paul Morin 
and the Board of County Commissioners requesting that the 
present meeting be held was then read. Said letter is hereto 
appended. 


County Solicitor F. Maurice LaForce gave a verbal report of 
the activities of the Committee appointed to settle the contro- 
versies existing between the County of Coos and Alexander F. 
Thompson, former Fiscal Agent. Later the following written re- 
port was forwarded to the Secretary of the Delegation,— 

TO THE COUNTY-DELEGATION: 


“Tn accordance with a request made by the Secretary of the 
Delegation, Mrs. Lulu Morris of Lancaster, I am giving the follow- 
ing report relative to the activities of the Committee appointed 
to settle the controversies existing between the County of Coos 
and Alexander F.’ Thompson, former Fiscal Agent. 


“After its appointment, by vote of the Delegation, the Com- 
mittee met and proceeded to take the initial steps to effect the 
settlement with which it was charged. Your Committee conferred 
with Mr. Thompson and, subsequently, with the Attorney-General, 
Frank R. Kenison. Between the time of the meeting with Mr. 
Thompson and that of Mr. Kenison, Robert Upton, Attorney for 
Thompson, submitted an offer of settlement which was in the 
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amount of $361.55. This offer was shown to Mr. Kenison and, 
after discussion, it was decided that a counter offer of $375.00 
would be made providing this amount be paid within 30 days from 
its tender. Within the prescribed time limit, I received a check 
in the specified amount of $375.00, which check has, this day, been 
turned over to Paul Morin, present Fiscal Agent of the County. 
It was agreed, at the time of the conference with the Attorney- 
General, that it was cheaper and more expedient to accept a 
settlement rather than incur the expense of several lawsuits. 
Your Committee acted in accordance with the suggestion of the 
Attorney-General and effected the settlement hereinabove men- 
tioned.

Moved by Mr. Studd and seconded by Mrs. Christianson that 
the report be accepted and the matter considered settled. 


Motion carried. 


Mr. James C. Wemyss of the Groveton Paper Co. explained 
the situation in regard to the renewal of the $180,000.00 note. 


Discussion and question period ensued. 


Mr. Wemyss agreed to see that insurance should cover all 
wood under discussion belonging to the County of Coos. 


It was moved and seconded that the public hearing be closed. 
Motion carried. 

EXECUTIVE SESSION 
The Delegation went into Executive Session with the same 


members present with the exception of Mr. Cryan of Lancaster. 


Moved by Mr. Ashe and seconded by Mr. Hutchins,—

That the Coos County Delegation authorize renewal, for a 
period of two yéars from November 1, 1942, to November 1, 1944, 
note for $180,000,00 that Coos County holds at the present time 
on the Groveton Papers Company, and that same note be negoti- 
ated and handled in the same manner as the note now in 
effect, and that the Fiscal Agent with the help of the County 
Solicitor, be authorized to issue a new note and to make all such 
agreements and changes to properly protect the security for such 
loan and properly and fully protect the interests of the County 
by insurance and all other means to effect this purpose.

eenort of Fiscal Agent 


To the Citizens of Coos County: 


I herewith present the annual reports of the various depart- 


ments of Coos County for the fiscal year ending December 31, 
1942. 


It is well to note at the outset that Coos County shares in 
none of the National Defense Projects and, in order for us to 
secure gainful occupation for the many unemployed in our relief 
families, it was necessary for us to extend financial assistance to 
these families to enable themto reach centers where employment 
was possible. The fiscal Agent’s Department has, therefore, 
worked with Mr. McCooey of the Employment Office and has 
aided in moving numerous families from our area to cities where 
work is available. Such expense as was necessary, we feel sure, 
will not be questioned as it has saved the County much relief 
which otherwise would have been expended. 

The problem of needed children’s aid by reason of desertion 
has called for increased expenditure. These needy children have 
been cared for until taken over by the Children’s Aid, but even 
then the expense necessary for their welfare is provided by the 
Fiscal Agent’s Department. Here again the amount used for this 
purpose will be admitted to be absolutely necessary. 

To secure proper help for the maintenance of the Hospital 
and Farm at Stewartstown has not been at all an easy matter. 
Here again Defense Work centers where large wages are paid 
lure our laborers away from the County. Nurses, particularly 
needed in these days, and able to secure much larger salaries than 
we can pay, are hard to find; nor can one blame them for seeking 
more remunerative positions. Some added expenditures, therefore, 
have been necessary in order that both Farm and Hospital might 
be kept in operation. No one will doubt the wisdom of such pro- 
cedure. 

A word of appreciation for the splendid work of both Mr. 
and Mrs. Stevens at Stewartstown should be included in this re- 
port. Their efficiency and worth is a cause for gratitude on the 
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part of all our people. 

The Wood Yard expenses have been cut to a minimum during 
the year and by comparison with the last five years are the lowest 
by far. It may be added that in the present fuel shortage the 
reserve of wood has proved to be a Godsend to many of our 
people. 

Add to the above the relief necessary for the aged, the sick, 
the widows, the soldiers’ aid, the large families with insufficient 
income, and the expenditure shown in this year’s report will cer- 
tainly appear to be reasonable and justified. 

In spite of the above stated facts, our citizens will be interested 
to learn that a survey of the Stamp Plan throughout the State 
shows that the cut in relief cost in Coos County is thirty-six per 
cent, the largest saving in the State except where National De- 
fense is in operation, namely, Portsmouth and Laconia. Outside 
of these, the nearest to us was a twenty-five per cent saving— 
eleven per cent more than in Coos County. 

With the splendid cooperation of the Selectmen in each of 
our towns it is possible for me to report that all taxes for the year 
have been paid in full. 

As in the past, the helpful advice and aid rendered to me 
freely and fully by the County Delegation deserves a word of 
sincere appreciation which I am very glad to incorporate in this 
report. 

The report which follows shows definitely that each of the 
Departments under my supervision has operated well within its 
appropriation, thus making it possible to report a saving to the 
County Tax Payers of over nine thousand dollars. 

I am, of course, fully convinced that without the approval 
of the public, the cooperation of an efficient staff and the assist- 
ance of County Treasurer William Warren, Clerk of Court Fred 
C. Cleaveland and the cooperative endeavor of the Selectmen and 
Delegation members, the task of the Fiscal Agent could never 
be carried out successfully. 

I desire, therefore, to express my sincere gratitude for all 
the needed and worth while help given me and to assure the 
Citizens of Coos County that my determination is firmly fixed to 
continue the strict economy program in operation during my term 
of office so far and, at the same time, to endeavor to minister 
fairly and adequately to every needy case which may come to 


our attention.

Superintendent s Report 


To Paul Morin, Fiscal Agent for the County of Coos: 

To comply with the Public Statutes of New Hampshire, we 
herewith submit our annual report for the fiscal year ending 
December 31, 1942. 

On our 1942 budget we made the usual amount of repairs, 
added some new equipment, installed a stoker in one of the boil- 
ers, and purchased enough coal to last through 1943. It was also 
necessary to increase salaries and to hire some extra help, owing 
to the decreased inmate and House of Correction labor. In view 
of the above and the fact that all operating costs were propor- 
tionally higher in all departments, we are pleased to be able to 
report a surplus, and hope to submit a budget for 1943 little, if 
any, higher than was allowed for 1942. 

You will note in our report under the heading of crops raised 
at farm a decrease in various items. The reason for this is that 
we were hard hit by the flood of June 15th which damaged so 
many crops along the Connecticut River. The high water totally 
submerged all our meadow crops eighty-six hours, causing a 
heavy damage to our hay, seven acres of corn, one and a half 
acres of oats, and practically ruining our garden truck (beets, 
turnips, carrots, beans, etc.). 

We have had our share of added burdens caused by present 
day conditions, and sincerely wish to thank all who have helped 
in the many ways possible to relieve the strain placed on us all. 
We are especially grateful to Mr. Paul Morin, Fiscal Agent, who 
has always shown us the utmost consideration.
